It nierelv gives assurance of her earnest desire to 
discourage'aU schemes for the emigration of negroes 
that are calculated to promote slavery. 

The proceedings in regard to the Atlantic Tele- 
graph cable continurd of increased interest. 

Tne stockholder's company of Liverpool had given 
a grand banquet to the officers of the Niagara and 
Susquehanna, and the completion of the shipment 
of the cable on board the Agamemnon had been cel- 
ebrated bv a grand fete in the Park. Nearly one 
thousand "persons were present at the latter enter- 
tainment, including Prof. Morse, Cyrus W\ Field, 
Hon. Henry J. Raymond, Capt. Sands, and other 
Americans." 

Mr. Field read a letter from President Buchanan, 
stating that he should feel much honored if the first 
message across the Atlantic should be one from 
Queen Victoria to the President of the United State>. 
and he should endeaver to answer in a spirit and 
manner becoming the great occasion. 

The Agamemnon left Greenwich on the 24th for 
Sheerne-s to have her compasses adjusted, after 
hich she would proceed direct to Cork. 
An iinporttmt alteration in the arrangements for 
laving the cable had been determined upon. Plan 
now adopted, instead of comencing in mid ocean is 
to submerge whole cable in a continuous line from 
Valencia Bav to Newfoundland. The Niagara will 
lay first half" from Ireland to the middle of the At- 
lantic, the end will then be joined to the other half 
on board the Agamemnon, which takes it on to the 
coast of Newfoundland. During the whole progress 
the four vessels will remain together, and give what- 
I ever assistance ii required. Constant coramunica- 



tion is to be kept up with the Coast of Ireland dur- 
ing the progress of the work, and wires are to be at 
once carried from Killarnev to Valencia Bay, so as 
to coimect with British and Iri-*h lines. 

The American horses Prior and Prioress, which 
liad I een entered to run tor the Goodwood cup, had 
attracted much attention in letting circles, and were 
backed at short odds. 

Frarf:e — One of the arrested Italians is said to 
have made a full confession of the details of the re- 
cent conspiracy. 

The Pivsse says that the IHii.-di < lov efnineiit has 
already communicated to Massini that although 
England would continue to afford an asylum for po- 
political refugees, he could not any longer be allow- 
ed to prepare expeditions against foreign States on 
British soil. It is also stated from other sources 
that the British Cabinet had promised to subject 
Massini to strict surveillance.

The Russian Miixenicm — In live years from 
the present date Russia will have attained the age 
of 1000 years, an event to be celebrated by the 
erection of a monument, for which a subscription 
has just been set on foot. The monument is to be 
built in the city of Novgorod, and voluntary con- 
tributions in aid of its erection will be received by 
the government officials throughout the empire until 



to the year 862 the territory which now 
constitutes Russia in Europe was occupied for the 
most part by nomadic tubes, principally of Tartar 
origin. Through their intercourse with the Roman 
ana Bysantine empires, some of these tribes ac- 
quired a certain degree of civilization. The 
Sclaves, who made the most rapid advances toward 
civilization, built the towns of N ovgorod ( Latin 
torus hortus — new enclosure or settlement) and 
Kiew. They were, however, for a long time sub- 
ject to the depredations of neighboring tribes, and 
hence it happened that in 8Gz they placed them- 
selves under the protection of three western chiefs 
— Rurick, Sineus, and Truror — who came with a 
host of their countrymen to Novgorod and estab- 
lished three principalities. 

These people have generally been designated as 
Northmen, though on this point difference of opinion 
exists among historians, some asserting that they 
were Germans, aad others that the}* were Scandina- 
vians or Normans. On the death of bis brothers, 
Rurik reigned alone, and fused his countrymen and 
the now subjugated Sclaves into one people, whom 
he called Russian. The Novgorod was m 862 the 
nucleus of that great empire which may yet, before 
the year 186*2 comes round, attain the end it has so 
long aimed at — the possession of Constantinople. 

Hie following is a copy of the circular issued by 
the Minister of the Interior, inviting contributions 
to the Millenial Monument fund: 

"According to written history, the first thousand 
years of the existence of the Ruasiaa State termi- 
nate in 1862. The eye of every true son of the coun- 
try must rest with feelings of pride and love upon 
its glorious past, and he must feel how, w ith the 
assistance ot Providence, Russia has passed through 
• ordeals to her present independent power and 
i. In order to the perpetuation of so great 
. his Majesty the Czar has been pleased to 
ordain that a national monument in commemoration 
of the thousand years' duration of the Russian State 
shall be erected in the capital of the first iuler of 
Russia, and to this end it lias pleased his Majesty to 
assent to the opening of a general subscription 
aniong all classes throughout the empire, for the 
collection of voluntarv contributions for this object; 
and that such collections shall continue until the 
dav on which the monument shall be disclosed to 
the public \iew." 

Death of Col. F. B. Oudex. — Died, on the 4th 
of July, at his residence, Queen's square, Bristol, 
England, in his seventy- fourth year, Col. F. B. Og- 
den, Consul of the States for that j>ort. The de- 
ceased gentleman was the third son of Geo. Mat- 
thias Ogden, and was born in Boonton, in the 
State of New Jersey, on the 81st of March, 1783. 
He was ap]iointed by President Andrew Jackson, 
in 1828, as Consul for the United States for Liv- 
erpool, where he served for eleven vears, and was 
then transferred to Bristol. Mr. Ogden was one 
of the pioneers of steam navigation. So early as 
1811 he was attracted to it by the successful" ex- 
periments of Mr. Fulton, and in 1816 constructed 
the tirst double engine that was ever placed on 
board a boat with expansive steam. With the 
boat thus equipped, he was' the first to venture on 
a sea voyage; he proceeded with her from New 
Yoik to Norfolk, in Virginia, and established her 
as a packet on the James river. In 1817, Mr. 
Ogden went to England and submitted his plans 
to Mr. James Watt, who said to him, "Mr. Og- 
den, I do not hesitate to declare it will make a 
beautifi'l engine." During the latter years of bis 
life Mr. Ogcun was engaged in perfecting a scien- 
tific sounding instrument, the combined invention 
of Mr. Ogden and Capt. J. Ericsson, C. E. He 
was a member of tlie order of Cincinnati, which 
he inherited from his father and which descends to 
his only son and heir. 



Big Jcmp.— The biggest jump we have heard of 
recently was made a day or two since by a man 
who wanted to stop at a station on the Central road 
that the express train didn't break up at. The train 
was going at 45 miles an hour— just as the station 
was passed, the individual referred to rushed out of 
the rear car, carpet-bag in hand, and jumped. He 
struck on the ground some little distance, of course 
from the point at which he left the cars. One foot 
struck the ground first, and so heavily did he come 
down, that the heel of his boot was torn off. His 
second foot struck twelve feet distant from his first 
track, and the boot heel was also ripped from his 
other boot. The man continued bis rapid move- 
ments, being thrown into all sorts of positions — for 
some distance beyond. He finally "brought up" 
no less than sev e nt y-four feet from the spot where he 
left the rushing tram. On picking himself up, he 
was asked if he had l-ecn hart, when he answered 
he did not kuow, and immediately picking up bis 
watch and a number of his buttons, which had been 
scattered by the shock, and seizing his carpet-bag, 
he started off. with his dinner pretty well settled.—

TliX PAUPER COLONIES OF HOLLAND. 

Hi:ii>klukk<;, July 14, 1807. 
I have made, with mv family, the tour of Belgium 
: and Holland, and coming down from Fries-land by 
I one of the Hanoverian railways to the Rhinu. am 
restinir for a few days in Heidelberg. We are the 
I more disposed to suspend our somewhat rapid jour- 
nev here on account of the heat of the weather, 
which is very great, one hot day succeeding another, 
with no interruption from showers, the sky being as 
intensely dazzling as our own. 

W hile in the northern part of Holland, I made a 
visit to the pauper colonies of Fredericksoord anil 
Willemsoord, in the province of Oberwissel. Here 
are tracts of sandy soil covered with heath and 
shrubs, which, from the time when they were first 
formed from the bottom of the sea, till now, have 
been abandoned to utter barrenness. The great 
calamity of Holland is pauperism, and somewhat 
more than thirty years ago a benevolent society was 
formed for the pur[>ose of settling the poor, who had 
become a public charge, upon the waste lands of the 
kingdom, with a view of reducing them to cultiva- 
tion. They purchased a tract of land, mostly un- 
cultivated, in the province of Ober-Yssel, where 
they made a beginning with some of the poor of 
Amsterdam, who had been thrown upon the public 
charity. The colony thus established has now in- 
creased to a considerable community, yet it has 
made, I suppose, as much impression upon the vast 
mass of pauperism in Holland as the Colonization 
Society has made upon the mass of slavery in the 
United States. 

We took a carriage at the ancient village of 
Steenwyck, and proceeded over a road so sandy that 
we were obliged to travel verv slowly, and rendered 
almost impassable in some places by an attempt to 
macadamize it. We passed several comfortable 
looking tenements of the peasantry with little 
flower gardens in front of them, and at length the 
coachman said, "We are in the colony." 

I could not see that the habitations of the paupers 
seemed any less comfortable than those of the dis- 
trict through which we had just passed. They were 
neat brick buildings, i-pacious enough to contain, 
besides the rooms for il.e family, a stable for the 
cow, a place for the pig, and room for the fuel. 
Near each was a little garden surrounded by a well- 
pleached hawthorn hedge, and outside of the hedge 
a ditch; for the Hollander, from mere habit, always 
surrounds his domain with a ditch, whether there is 
any occasion for it or not. Back of the gardens were 
fields of rye and barley and other crops, and beyona, 
in places, was a forest of shrubs and dwarf trees, 
looking like the scrub-oak plains on the worst parts 
of Long Island; and iu places extensive wastes, the 
like of which is not seen in our country, covered with 
dark heath of a purple tinge, and stretching out of 
sight. 

The Director was not at home, and we were ac- 
companied over the village by one of the book- 
keepers, who was ready to communicate what he 
knew, but who spoke French (the only 7 language we 
understood in common) very imperfectly, and in a 
low tone of voice. He took us into several of the 
dwellings. The first we entered was that of a wid- 
ow from Gronmgen, who had two or three children 
able to work at the loom. It was a miracle of neat- 
ness. The woman had established in the outer 
ri 'in her summer kitchen, in which were the pig- 
pen and stable, and had made it as clean as the 
nicest parlor in our own country. We looked into 
the winter room; it was as nice as a new sideboard 
just from the cabinet-maker's. She had a comfort- 
able bed in a little closet, after the Dutch fashion. 
In a r»m above were the beds of the children, in a 
kind of boxes on each side. Notwithstanding these 
appearances of comfort, the woman took our courier 
aside, and complained bitterly of the hardness < t 
her lot. She affirmed that she was halt-starved, and 
begged him to intercede with the Director in her be- 
half. When the matter was afterwards mentioned 
to the book-keeper, he said that there was no end to 
the complaints of these people, and that the more 
they got the more they asked for. We went into 
another house, in which was a good-looking family 
of both sexes, well-clad, and living in a manner 
which had every appear; e of thrift. The rooms 
glittered with the display of crockery and polished 
metal utensils, and were hung with" cheap engra- 
vings. * 

\> e were taken to the manufactory of the village, 
a room full of looms where coarse cotton cloth is 
woven by the children lietween twelve and eighteen 
years of age, for the Dutch soldiery in the East In- 
dies. The looms were clashing merrily — the girls, 
iu particular, jerked the shuttles backward and for- 
ward with incredible swiftness. "These children," 
said the book-keeper, "earn a great deal for their 
families; »i fact, those who come to our colony must 
either work or starve; if they are obstinately idle, 
they get nothing to eat." 

He were shown the school-house, a building with 
two spacious rooms, in which the children were 
taught according to the liberal system of public 
education established in Holland. The school had 
been suspended for a while, as the building was un- 
dergoing repairs. Religious teachers are provided 
for the colon v — a Protestant, a Catholic, and a Jew- 
ish liabbi. The colonists receive copper and iron 
tokens for their labor, and this forms the money of 
tl e colony. With these they purchase the necessa- 
ries for which they have occasion from the maga- 
zines cf the colony, where everything is sold but 
intoxicating liquors, the sale of which is forbidden. 

I could obtain no exact information of the profit 
or loss of this enterprise. "These people," said the 
book-keeper, "cost the society a great deal. They 
come from the cities unaccustomed to the work we 
require of them, and often with families of very 
young children, who are of too tender an age to 
"work. They must lie subsisted, and their subsis- 
tence is a heavy charge." 

There are now about four hundred families in the 
colony, numbering two thousand six hundred per- 
sons. To prevent the excessive growth of the com- 
munity, and to confine the operations of the institu- 
tion to their original object, all the young, on reucb- 
ing the age of twenty, are obliged to leave it, as 
well as all the young who marry.

English Wealth and Luxiwocsnkss— Some 
of our new York Fifth avenue swells rrake very 
respectable attempts to do the "palatial"' iu then- 
houses and style of living, and put forth aiiil.itious 
efforts to imitate the English country seats, in the 
possession of what the English would call a "snug 
t>ox" on the Hudson river, and ten, twenty, or a 
hundred acres. An account liefore us of the luxu- 
rious style of living among the English aristocracy 
throws our parvenue pretenders into the shade. 

About sixty miles from London is the estate of 
the Earl of Spencer, which comprises ten thousand 
acres, divided into parks, meadows, pastures, woods, 
and gardens. His library contains fifty thousand 
volumes, and is said to be the finest private library 
in the world. The Duke of Richmond's home farm 
contains twenty-three thousand acres, or over thir- 
tv five square-miles, and this in crowded England, 
which has in all an area of 50,000 square miles or 
just thirty-two millions of acres, giving, were the 
land divided, but two acres to each inhabitant. The 
residence of the Duke is fitted up wl:h oriental 
magnificence. Twenty-five race horses stand in his 
stables, each under the care of a special groom. The 
dishes and plats upon the table are all ot porcelain, 
silver, and gold. His aviary is supplied with almost 
every variety of rare and elegant birds, and large 
herds of cattle, sheep, and deer are spread over the 
immense lawns. 

The same authority from which we gather these 
facts says that the Duke of Devonshire's palace, at 
Chatsworth, excels in magnificence any other in the 
kingdom. He spends the whole of his enormous in- 
come. In the grounds about the house are kept 
four hundred head of cattle and fourteen hundred 
deer. The kitchen garden contains twelve acres and 
is filled with almost every species of fruit and vege- 
tables. A vast arboretum connected with the estab- 
lishment is designed to contain a sample of every 
tree that grows. There is also a glass conservatory 
three hundred and eighty-seven feet in length, one 
hundred and twelve feet ■ breadth, sixty-seven in 
height, covered by seventy-six thousand square feet 
of glass, and warmed by several miles of pipe con- 
veying hot water. One plant is obtained from In- 
dia by a special messenger, and is valued at 810,000. 
One of the fountains, near the house, plays 276 feet 
high, said to be the highest jet in the world. Chats- 
worth contains 3,500 acres, but the Duke owns nine- 
ty-six thousand acres in the county of Derbyshire. 
Within, the entire is one vast scene of paintings, 
sculpture, mosaic work, carved waiuscotting, and 
all the elegancies and luxuries within the reach of 
almost boundless wealth and highly refined taste. 

Five-sixths of the soil of England is divided 
amoug scarcely thirtv thousand proprietors. There 
are twenty-uine bankers iu London, whose transac- 
tions yearly embrace six or seven millions sterling. 
This is one side of the picture. The struggles be- 
tween capital and labor are fearful — the rich always 
becoming richer and the poor poorer. Three hun- 
dred thousand persons die of famine in a year (?), 
and three hundred thousand voluntarily emigrate to 
escape the same dismal doom.— Richmond Despatch. 

The new Senate chamber is situated in the centre 
of the north wing of the Capitol, and is constructed 
on a similar plan with that of the hall of the House 
of Representatives, only smaller, being one hun- 
dred and twelve feet long by eighty-two wide. This 
leaves more room in the building for corridors and 
other apartments. The Senate retiring-room, situ- 
ated in the north front of the wing, is to be a mag- 
nificent apartment. It will be thirty-eight feet in 
length by twenty-one and a half in width, and nine- 
teen and a half iu height. The ceiling is to be of 
pure white Italian marble, and is to be supported 
by polished Corinthian columns and pilasters of the 
same material, with richly carved capitals. The 
walls are to be of the richest Tennessee marble, set 
with large plate-glass mirrors, and at each end of 
the room are to be niches filled with statuary. The 
oilier rooms on the north and east side of the wing 
are designed for private reception rooms for the 
Senators. 

The new ball of the House of Representatives 
will occupy the centre of the south wing of the 
Capitol, and will be rectangular, one hundred and 
thirty-nine feet long from east to west, ninety-three 
feet wide, and about thirty-six feet high, "it will 
be lighted by sky-lights in the ceiling and a glass 
rof, and at night by large chandeliers suspended 
between the ceiling and the roof. The Speaker's 
chair will be situated on the south side of the hall, 
and the members' seats, three hundred in number, 
arranged in a semi-circular form fronting it. There 
will be a contiuuous gallery on three sides of the 
hall — the north, east, and west — capable of seatiug 
twelve hundred persons, and a separate gallery for 
reporters, behind the Speaker's chair. The walls of 
the hall, under the galleries, will contain panels for 
paintings, and, above, niches for statuary. The 
hall itself will be nearly surrounded by a corridor, 
affording convenient communication with the post- 
office, the retiring rooms, and the committee rooms. 
The public galleries will be entered from a corridor 
surrounding them in the second story, which will 
be reached by a splendid stairway. " The present 
state of the work was briefly stated in our issue of 
yesterday morning. We can but add to-day that 
workmen are employed in preparing the floor for the 
seats of the members, in putting up the galleries, 
and in covering the walls with an ornamental finish 
of cast iron. — Wash. Union.

How to Keep Cool. — The King of Siam has in 
the country, at a short distance from his capital, a 
pavilion, w hither he resorts daily to refresh himself. 
The building is constructed of pieces of plate-glass 
of about an inch thick and six feet square. These 
are joined together by means of a cement as trans- 
parent as the glass it.-elf, so that the structure ap- 
pears to lie of a uniform material, w ithout a seam 
or a joint. There is but one door, which is so nicely 
adjusted that it can be closed perfectly tight. The 
pavilion 1ms a wide opening at the top for the free 
admission of air, while a green silk awning, raised 
above upon columns of glass, shades the interior 
from the glare and heat of the sun. 

The pavilion is placed in the centre of a large 
marble basin, which, by means of an ingenious hy- 
draulic arrangement, can be filled with water and 
emptied in a few minutes. His Majesty of Siam 
having arrived, he is borne by his attendants into 
the pavilion, the door is closed and sealed tight with 
mastic, the order given, and in an instant the basin 
is filled, and the crystal structure is immersed to 
within a short distance of its open roof in the cold 
water. The furniture is, like the building, compos- 
ed of glass — the tables, the chairs, the Oaths, and 
all — so that everything transmits the coolness of the 
water, and is refreshing to the sight and touch. 



Near Edith, S. C, a crop is about to be gathered 
of four acres of sunflowers.

For the fifth class twenty-five dollars; 

For the sixth class twenty dollars; 

For the seventh class fifteen dollars; 

For the eighth class ten dollars 

For the ninth class five dollars. 

And nothing herein contained shall lie 
as applicable to retailers of ma" 
or fermented liquors.

FEARFUL TRAGEDY IN LEAVENWORTH 
CITY. 

Foul Murder — Confessions of the Murderer — .4 band 
of Conspirators discovert U — Tiro of them Arrested 
and Hung — Great Excitement among the Citizens. 
Mr. Audrew Stewart, editor cf the StSBbsnvflli 
(Ohio) Union, who has lately been traveling thro' 
Kansas Territory, arrived at this place on Monday 
evening, having departed Leavenworth City on Sat- 
urday night, the 1st, and favored us with the fol- 
lowing particulars of a fearful tragedy enacted on 
Friday ni^ht and Saturday morning at that citv. 
The statements of Mr. Stewart are derived mostly 
from personal observation, and may be relied upon 
as correct. 

On Friday night, the 31st ult., a man named Ste- 
phens, living in Kansas City, came up to Leaven 
worth Citv, and. while sprueing around, went into a 
drinking shop called the Ward House. The bar- 
keeper, named Babies, became very friendly, and, 
after getting Stephens quite drunk, proposed a 
walk up the river, and took, him to a spring on the 
bank of the Missouri river just above the Planter's 
Hou«e, where thev were met and assaulted by two 
men who demanded their money or their lives. The 
barkeeper, Baines, gave his money up and rau off. 

When he got to the lower end of town he gave the 
alarm that a man was being robbed up the river at 
the spring. Several parties of citizens immediately 
went up and arrived on the spot ju^t in time to find 
poor Stephens crawling out of tile river, his bo dj 
and head all beaten and bruised with stones and 
clubs and his chest and shoulders bearing several j 
terriidd stabs and cuts The citizens ran u> his as- i 
sistauce. but the unfortunate victim, though strug- 
gling to speak, was too far gone, and presently dieti, 
without l>eing able to utter a single word about the 
manner of bi» death or the names of his murderers. 
Suspicion at once alighted upon the barkeeper, 
Baines. and so outraged were the people, and so vi- 
olent the presumptions of hi •■ guilt, that s posse of ; 
the citizens at once arrested and held him in close I 
custody. The news in the meantime spread like 
wildfire all over the city, and the excitement $new 
intense. An immediate trial of Baines was de- 
it was agreed that he should 



and in a short time had them arrested. Among 
revealed conspirators was Wm. Woods, the profrte- 
tor of the greater part of Leavenworth island, sad 
regarded by his acquaintances as an honest luan aad 
good citizen. A party proceeded at once to arrest 
him, and, after making a thorough search of has 
house, found twenty-live hundred dollars in counter- 
feit money, a lot of counterfeiting plates and otfaer 
instruments, and a knife and pistol belonging to the 
murdered man, Stephens. At these condnam.- 
proofs of the correctness of the confessions of 
the people were deeply moved, and held coil. 
gether in large and small parties during the 
night. 

THE 1'ROCEKDrXGS ON SATURDAY — QCARLE* W 
BAINES HUNG. 

We here give the narrative of Mr. Stewart. He 
says: U I went to the Mayor's office on Saturday 
morning, and found an immense crowd w wtMaj 
the re*Vt of the examination of Woods and twm C 
ton. Baines and Quarles were in the calsbosse. 
While the examination was going on, Judge Le— 
compte was outside making a speech and expostula- 
ting with the angry crowd in favor of law and or- 
der. The cry of 'hang 'em, the d d murderers ' 

arose frequently from the mob, but milder r amssli 
seemed to be prevailing, when at once some one 
shouted, 'to the calaboose! to the calaboose!' sad 
away a crowd of about fifty maddened men started 
in that direction. 

"The balance of the people followed after in smal- 
ler parties, leaving Judge Lecompte almost alone 
and the mayor's office relieved of its throng of spec- 
tators. They bad been gone about fifteen minutes, 
when I heard a great yell. I started after t he- 
crowd, and followed it to the bank of a creek, which 
divides south and north Leavenworth, where t" 
was a steep bank, and on its edge a large elm I 
I reached the spot ; ust in time to see Quarles 
pended f.om the tree, grasping in the agonies of 
death at the rope which was around his neck, while 
several of the mob were swinging oa to his arms and 
legs to make his death sure. His body had hardly 
ceased its convulsions, when the shout was raised 
for Baines. 

"The rope waa placed around his neck, and he was 
led to the edge of the bank, when some one of the 
citizens appeared by his side, and with a watch in 
his hand, demanded five minute*' time for further 
confessions. They granted it; when Baines said, if 
they would let him, he would show them another 
mau in town who was concerned in the operations; 
of the gang. He was then taken to the calaboose, 
but for some reason did not give satisfaction to the 
people, and they demanded his body to be returned 
to them. Judge Lecompte again addressed the pet- 
pie, and with some effect, for they seemed to divide 
into two parties, the one clamoring for 4 the bansjrg 
of the prisoner, and the other demanding a trWI 111 
him. Marshal Denis of the territory w.h also pres- 
ent, ami, though he exerted himself with all his 
power, he could not maintain his position at the door 
of the calaboose, nor prevail on the crowd to dis- 
perse. 

"The wife of Baines also nnpeired, and, inspireii 
by the dangerous situation of her husband, took s 
heroic stand on the entrance, and endeavored by 
frantic threats and entreaties to stay the wrath ot 
the populace. But all efforts were unavailing; the 
peace party were Overpowered. Judge Lxonu/.e's 
voice was drowned by the fhiieks of the mob. A 
large piece of hewn timber, perhaps twenty-live 
feet long and one foot square, that w.n h iag near, 
was lifted up by a crowd of men, and pi iaaM wiUi 
fearful effect against the calaboose door. The ai^ht 
of the wife's distress and the sound of her screams, 
mingling with the ragings and shrieks of the infuri- 
ated mob, were too much for me, und I turned in v 
back and walked away. I heard another blow from 
the piece of timber, and a simultaneous sh >nt from 
the crowd, which told me that the door had giver: 
way, and the prisoner was at the mercy of the peo- 
ple. 

"I walked hastily around the square, f.>r with ail 
its terror there was a fascination in the sight, and 
reached the spot just in time to see the mob rushing 
down the street, with the prisoner, toward the creek 
and the elm tree. I pursued, and when I reached 
the spot the body of Baines was already in the air. 
and his last death struggles were shivering along his 
limbs. The crowd then appeared to be satisfied. 
Woods and Knowlton meanwhile had baa] placed 
in an omnibus and hurried off to the fort. The cit> 
continued very much excited up to the hflat I le^. 
but no further violence was anticipated. Ail sort, 
of stories prevailed, and many of the luy.- t-rioua dis- 
appearances and robberies which have occurred iu 
the territory are all being referred to thi.s bund ot 
murderers. '

Stephens was theu murdered, his bWy 
robbed of the money, and thrown into tin: iivrr 
Quarles, on reaching town, related the above *or*\ 
j adding also that he was robbed at the same tint- 
I but his manner of relating the affair, and several 
; inconsistencies in his statement, aroused the suspi- 
cions of the citizens, who took him into custody. A 
large party then proceeded to the scene of the* urn r- 
der, where the victim was discovered. Two or more 
of the gang were at once apprehended and tak<in 
into town. 

One of them, quite a youth, named Payne, mad* 
a full confession of the deed, and also of the nuner- 
ous achievements of the gang. The crowd kept 
Quarles and Payne, for the purpose of finding evi- 
dence sufficient to convict them of the crime. After 
considerable deliberation and the delivery of s 
speech by Judge Lecompte, who endeavored to e^d- 
et the excitement, the crowd, fearing interference 
from the troops in the fort, took Quailes to a tree 
below town, and hung him soon after. Payne shared 
the same fate. Oa Sunday .aa « e pus -*.d" down, tin: 
ringleader, whose name is Wood, and one Knight, 
or Knighton, were in the hands of the enraged peo- 
ple, and were to be hung on Sunday afternoon. 

Wood was making his will, and his comrade. 
Knight, was writing a confession. Wood is sup- 
posed to be verv well off, pro'>ablv from aucceaa i u 
his diabolical undertakings. We did not loirs the 
name of those who were implicated as confe lerstej 
by the youth who confessed. 

It is worthy of remark, however, that some twelve 
or thirteen citizens could not be found when inquired 
after on Saturday.
